First of alb the patentee is 
concerned with tb i fa e of plant wafers ntaini ( sscs 2 fo eceiving young 
plants 13 or in some cases seed material S. Thus, there is no suggestion in the reference of the 
desirability of pelLoh mm phmt seeds which, by definition, facilitates the < i 
plant seed during the planting process, whether or not the planting is conducted beneath the 
surface of the ground or on the surface of the ground as defined by claim 6 of the present 
application. Thus, as can be seen by referring to Figs. 1 and 2 of Melvold '989, the patentee 
does not co e n <. m fact it would not be possible to plant the plant wafers 10 in the 
ground and, In lac , I v plant wafers are intended to be a substitute for the sol! cultivation of 
r m " s s - u*)li? ivMhit-. > e ntmled to provide the nutrients for the 
plants or seeds.
